G.S.R. 865(E).—In exercise of powers conferred 
by sub-section (1) of section 44 of the Cr ffee Act, 
1942 (7 of 1942), the Central Govemme it hereby 
makes the following rules further to anumd the 
Coffee Rules, 1955, namely :— 

1. (a) These rules may be called the Coffee 
(Second Amendment) Rules, 1992, 

(b) They shall come into force on the date of 
their publication in the OflScial Gazette. 

2. In the Coffee Rules,, 1955,— 

(a) In rule 4, for sub-rule (1) and ♦he proviso 
thereto the following sub-rule and proviso thereto 
shall be substituted, namely :— 

“(1) Save as hereinafter provided, a member 
shall hold oflSce for a period of three yearn 
and shall be eligible for re-appointment ; 

Provided that a member elected under 
clause (b) of sub-section (2) of section 4 
by cither House of Parliament shall cease 
to be a member of the Board if he ceases 
to be a member of the House by which 
he was elected ; . 

Provided further that the period of 
appointment of a member would be limited 
to the period of availab'lity of the officer 
either on deputation basis or the period 
for wh'ch he holds the post on ex-officio 
basis by virtue of which he is appointed 
as a member.” 

(b) In rule 8, for clause (b), the following clause 
shall be substituted, namely :— 

(b) if he is convicted of any offence which is 
punishable under the Indian Penal Code 
(Act XLV of 1860) and such offence is 
non-bailable under the provis’ons of the 
Code of rrim nal Procedure Act, 1973 
(2 of 1974), or” . 

(c) For rule 11, the following rule shall be subs- 

stituted, namely :— .. 

“11. Minimum number of meetings of the 
Board —-'rhere shall be not less than two 
ordinary meetings of the Board in a year 
on dates to be fixed by the Chairman and 
shall be held at headquarters of the Board. 
The interval between any two ord nary 
meetings shall not, in any case, be longer 
than eight months : 

Provided that 'f the meetint^ is to be 
held outside the headquarters, the 
reasons for holding such meetmes ontsile 
th(' Hoadquarfers shall be recorded in 
writing.” 

(d) In rule 12, for sub-rule (3). the following 
nub-rule shall be subsfituted, namely:— 
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°‘(3) The Chairman erf the Board may require 
any officer of the Board or invite any 
person or persons to attend any meeting of 
the Board.” 

(e) In rule 17, sub-rule (2) shall be omitted. 

(f) In rule 22, for sub-rule (1), the following sub- 
rule shall be substituted, namely :— 

"(1) Any casual vacancy cm a Committee shall 
be filled by the remaining members of the 
Committee from amongst the members of 
the Board at the next meeting of the Com¬ 
mittee." 


(g) In rule 26, sub-rule (2) shall be omitted.
